Summary: 

We  purchased  the  following  from  RD  Instruments  (RDI): 

six  (6)  300  kHz  Workhorse  Sentinel  Broadband  Acoustic  Doppler  Current 
Profilers  (ADCP’s); 

one  (1)  150  kHz  Broadband  Acoustic  Doppler  Current  Profiler; 
and  two  (2)  accessory  battery  packs. 

These  instruments  were  deployed  repeatedly  in  support  of  the  ONR-sponsored 
research  of  litoral  internal  waves  (ONR  Grant  No.  N00014-96- 1-0031, 

“Internal  Waves  on  the  Continental  Margin”),  funded  by  Louis  Goodman. 

The  measurements  from  the  instruments  is  being  analyzed  by  James  Lerczak 
in  support  of  the  research  he  is  conducting  as  part  of  his  Ph.D.  His  support  is 
provided  under  an  AASERT  grant. 

The  equipment  is  part  of  a  pool  maintained  by  Charlie  Coughran  at  the  SIO 
Hydraulics  Lab  and  available  to  any  investigator  for  the  cost  of  preparation 
and  a  modest  maintenance  fee.  So  far  Ken  Melville  is  the  only  other  scientist 
to  have  used  the  gear,  but  we  have  several  requests  for  next  year. 
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
